NASHVILLE— (BP>— By  the 
end  of  the  first  six  months  of 
1956,  Southern  Baptists  have 
given  more  than  $10  million  to 
support  their  Foreign  and  Home 
Mission  Boards. 

The  funds  for  these  mission 
boards  came  tlHxwgh  Ixith  un¬ 
designated,  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  contributions  and  through 
designated  gifts.  Convention 
Treasurer  Porter  Routh  announ¬ 
ced.

Total  disbursements  through 
June  30  to  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board,  came  to  $7,750,910  and 
to  the  Home  Mission  Board, 
$2,344,170.  No  other  agency  of 
the  Convention  has  reached  $1 
million. 

Southern  Baptist  Convention 
receipts  for  June,  1956,  were 
$1,407,775.  This  includes  both 
$1,067,032  through  the  Coopera¬ 
tive  Program  and  $320,743  from 
specially-designated  offerings. 

(None  of  these  figures  rep¬ 
resents  total  giving  of  Southern 
Baptists.  Donations  used  by  in¬ 
dividual  churches  and  by  state 
Baptist  groups  are  not  record¬ 
ed  monthly  with  the  treasurer 
of  the  Convention.  These  fig¬ 
ures  represent  only  those  funds 
given  for  the  Convention  at 
large.) 

The  June,  1956,  total  was  a- 
bout  $se6.0uO  greater  than  the 
receipts  for  June,  1956. 


Religious  Reasons 
Are  Prompting  More 
Foreign  Travel 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C  — <RNS) 
— Foreign  travel  by  clergymen 
and  mi-s.'^ionarics  for  religious 
purposes  in  1954  was  almost 
double  that  of  1948  and  nearly 
three  times  the  level  reported 
for  1938,  the  Department  of 
Commerce  said  here. 

The  department,  in  the  first 
report  of  its  kind  since  1930/ 
said  that  6,022  passports  were 
issued  in  1954  to  persons  who 
gave  "reltgious  reasons"  as  their 
reason  for  traveling  abroad. 
This  compared  with  3,651  pass¬ 
ports  given  to  such  persons  in 
1948.  In  1938,  a  total  of  2,053 
such  passports  were  issued. 

Missionaries  '  accounted  for 
4,653  of  the  passports  issued  for 
religious  purposes  in  1954. 
Some  1,369  passports  went  to 
church  officials  and  various 
delegations  of  an  official  nature. 

But  while  travel  for  religious 
purposes  has  increased,  the 
percentage  which  it  represents 
of  total  U.  S.  travel  overseas 
has  decreased.  Religious  travel 
accounted  for  2.0  per  cent  of  all 
travel  in  1948  but  for  only  IJ 
per  cent  In  1^. _ _

From  Adorn  To  Atom 

Eleven  yetars  ago,  .this  Monday,  July  Ifitlj.  the  Atomic 
Age  was  vom'  on  the  draert  flats  of  Alamogordo.  New 
Mexico.  A  nefsr  chapter  began  in  the  amazing  story  of 
.life  on  t^is  planet. 

The  bomlting  of  Hiroshima  on  August  6th,  1945  and 
Nagasaki  three  days  later  brought  to  an  abju^t  end  the 
most  agonizing  war  in  the  history  of  mankind.  Those  fan¬ 
tastic  explosions  over  Japan  were  the  grim  announcements 
to  the  world  that  the  new  era  of  atomic  power  had  begun. 

-  Since  those  days  nuclear  science  has  grown  into  ah 
enormous  giant  whose  eventual  size  nobody  can  predict, 
not  even  the  Atomic  Energy  Commission. 

Up  to  the  present  time  Uj  S.  scientists  have  exploded 
approximately  75  atomic  borri/bs  and  “thermo-nuclear  de- 
vicea”  It  has  been  revealed  by  the  AEC  that  one  of  the 
hydrogen  bombs,  tested  in.  the  Pacific  was  equivalent  to 
12,000,000  pounds  of  TNT  and  would  have  completely  de¬ 
stroyed  a  city  eight  miles  in  diameter  and  spread  death 
and  destruction  many  miles  beyond  that.  A  cobalt  bomb 
will  be  even  more  powerful. 

Now  the  fearful  force  of  nuclear  energy  is  also  in  the 
hands  of  the  gangsters  of  the  world  community.  On  last 
November  26th  the  USSR  confirmed  reports  of  a  Russian- 
made  hydrogen  bomb  explosion  in  the  megaton  range. 

The  small  lead  held  by  the  United  States  in  thf  atornic  , 
arms  race  may  be.  after  all  is  said'^d  done,  the  only  real 
deterrent  to  World  War  III. 

The  appalling  secrets  of  fission  and  fusion  in  the  basic 
particles  of  matter  have  scared  a  lot  of  tljoughtful  jjcople. 
Several  groups,  among  them  denominational  conventions 
In  annual  session,  have  voiced  their  fears  in  resolutions 
asking  th^.  government  to  call  off  the  current  series  of  tests 
In  the  Pacific. 

f 

Such  resolutions  are  full  of.  good  intentions  but  they 
bark  up  the  wrong  tree.  They  sound  like  the  VesolutionS 
bf  other  years  that  called  upon  the  inventors  of  gunpowder  \ 
and  wireless  telegraphy  and  vaccines  and  a  thousand  other 
startling  innovations  to  bury  their  secrets  and  forget  them. 

Technologically  speaking,  it  is  a  long  way  from  the 
age  of  Adam  to  the  age  of  atom.  Along  the  way  the  prob¬ 
lem  has  always  been-  not  so  much  with  the  gadgets  that 
are  available  but  with  the  kind  of  men  who  handle  the

^  manifest  in  an  idle  and  mis¬ 
placed  vanity.” 

;  Ah!  that  phra.se  'the  love  of 
glory,”  how  iV'smites  us  a  blow, 
j  n>e  desire  for  prestige,  the 
j  wish  for  renown,  the'  urge  for 
!  magnificence,  the  love  of  splen¬ 
dor  —  these  are  the  things  so  ^ 
often  craved  the  human 
hea^.  I  guess  all  of  us  want 
thotn.  And  I  don't  know  that 
a  little  bit  of  them  will  cause 
us  a  great  deal  of  damage.  The  ' 
trouble  comes  when  we  make 
these  thing.s  the  central  matters 
of  our  life.

himself  first  .  .”  ("who  loveth  , 
preeminence''  is  the  way  the 
KJV  puts  It.)  .\nd  there  are 
some  modern  counterparts  of 
old  brother  DIotrephes  among 
us  today.

On  this  anniversary  of  the  Atomic  Age  it  l.s  •fitting 
for  us  ^o  pau.se  and  consider  the  fact  that  the  greatest 
threat  to  world  peace  is  not  nuclear  warfare  but  sin  in  the 
hearts  of  men.  That  being  so.  the  most  important  con¬ 
sideration  before  mankind  today  is  not  diplomatic  maneu¬ 
vering  or  military  logistics  but  Christian  missions.  We 
must  preach  Chtist  to  the  nations.  Apart  from  Him  there 
is  no  real  hope  either  here  or  hereafter.
